value<l at $r> 0r)0. To those loast-s must 
be added damage to work In progress 
in the shops, delay In completing wrork 
contracted for. and interference with 
the 8e<'uring i>f pruspeitive contracts. 

The company w'lll lose no time in 
getting ready to rcHuine business, and 
men are engaged to-day in clearing 
away the debris. As soon as this has 
been done preparations will be made 
for resuming work to a certain extent, 
although necessarily It will be some 
time before the plant is running again 
as it wa.H previous to the Are. An ex¬ 
amination of the steam power plant 
shows that it is not by any means de¬ 
stroyed. but it is expected that with 
some repairs it will be possible to start 
it up again in the near future. In the 
meantime electrical power w'lII likely 
be used In order to keep w'ork going 
on the ways. It is possible that quite 
a large proportion of the machinery 
can be used again, and If this is so it 
will greatly laeilitate the resumption 
dr operations. Tn the meantime, how¬ 
ever, in the neighborhood of 150 men 
will be out of W'ork. Many of the work, 
men suffered more or less heavy loss 
as well as the company, their tools be¬ 
ing destroyed. Of the boiler makers 
only two managed to save their tools. 

These sets of tools are valued at close 
upon 8100 each, so that the aggregate 
loss of the men wMll be a considerable 
one. 

Insurance losses. 

The actual amount of the lost cannot 
very well be computed by the Ann. 

The original plant has been twenty 
years in the building. This has been 
j added to and replaced from time to 
i time as the growing needs of the busl- 
j ness demanded, making it difficult to 
estimate the damage with any degree 
of accuracy.

rung In Just about 8.30. By the time 
the Arst portion of the brigade arrived 
the Aames were shooting through the 
r^f of the moulding department, and 
had also spread |p the machjnc Wprks. 
TRe brigade was hampered in Its work 
by lack of water, and In consequence 
the Are spread rapidly. The moulding 
department was in the rear of the store 
house which fronted on Esquimau 
road. From the moulding department 
the Are spread rapidly along the 
buildings on the west side of the dock 
which contained besides it a portion of 
the machine shop ax weft as the bdller 
shops. From this it ate its W'ay through 
into the storehouse fronting on the 
street, and also travelled southward 
through the boiler shops. In the mean¬ 
time the Are had also travelled east¬ 
ward, destroying all the machitic shops. 

Wind Changes. 

Up to the time that the storehouse, 
which was two stori**e high, caught Are 
the wind had been blowing in a north¬ 
easterly direction, carrying burtilng 
embers on to the buildings In its path. 
Among the buildings which caught was 
the Rock Bay school, the roof of which 
was beginning to blaze merrily w'hen it 
was noticed and the Are put out. At 
this stage excellent work was done by 
a band of Hindus in watching for roof 
Are in the path of the wind. Just as the 
Are had gained a good hold on the 
storehouse the wind changed to a direct 
easterly direction, and for a moment 
or two it looked as if the office build¬ 
ings. and In all probability the ways, 
were doomed.

sight of the evening. At one stage of 
the Are. while the whole inside of the 
Immense boiler works were In a blase, 
the Aames having eaten through the 
thinner portions of the clapboards and 
also through the shingles, the burning 
cauldron within was seen through the 
long narrow openings thus formed 
along the tirhole length of the build¬ 
ing on both the walls and roof. While 
this sight was visible the storehouse in 
front was also on Are, the Aames shoot¬ 
ing high Into the air. A pretty feature 
of the Are from this vantage ground 
was the Aag pole on the southern end 
of the boiler works. The Aames ran 
up this pole, and then for some reason 
or other died out. Following, this the 
smoke was carried from the pole in 
undulating waves by the slight breese 
that was blowing, giving the effect of 
a slight pennant blowing In a gentle 
breeze. It waa a pretty sight, but one 
that required to be seen to be appreci¬ 
ated. 

Slack Time of Year. 

The company had quite a lot of work 
on Iwad. notwithstanding the fact that 
this is the slack season In its line. At 
no timo during the past year, however, 
wnirtd a Are have caused less less than 
at present. But oven at that there were 
several valuable contracts under way. 
Among these were two largo “Iron 
Chiaka.-' a machine used In the salmon 
factories which docs practically all that 
human hands can do in the canning of 
Ash. There were also three large tanks 
being constructed for the Dominion 
quarantine station. These suffered con¬ 
siderable damage, but they can be re¬ 
paired again and made use of. 

There w’as also considerable work In 
progress on various vessels, there be¬ 
ing two on the wajra at tbs time of the 
Are. These w'ere the tug Queen, owned 
by J. H. Greer, and the little steamer 
Fern, owne^ by Capt. W. Gardiner. 

Growth of the Company. 

The growth of the Victoria Machin¬

How the Are originated Is not 
deAnitely known, but it Is supposed it 
was due to a spark from the cupola of 
the foundry department catching in 
the roof, as casting operations had 
been In progress right up to the hour 
of quitting work. 8 o’clock. While this 
wprk is in progress men are always on 


Hutchison noticed this through a front 
w’lndow just as the building was catch¬ 
ing Are (n the rear, and securing help 
broke In the door, and the police, with 
the assistance of others, carried the 
gasoline and as much of the other oils 
as was in cans out of the zone of dan¬ 
ger.

March last, the latest month for which ■ 
w-e have conclusive returns, aggregated 
$136,398,131, as against $156,642,374 for ^ 
the same month In 1907, the actual de¬ 
crease being $20,244,243. Operating ex- j 
{•ensf‘8 In the same period amounted to ' 
197.710,761. HS compared with $111,641,399, 
which figures reveal a decrease of $13.- 
930.638 In favor of March the current 
year. Net earnings reached a total of 
$38,687,870. Hie loss from March, 1907, be¬ 
ing $6,313,605. Headers of Hie trade re¬ 
ports compiled by this Journal ii€‘ed not 
be told of the conditions with which the 
rallw'ays of the country have had to 
contend, nor of the spell of adversity 
experienced by the country since last 
October. Suffice it to say that trade 
and industrial lines tended to become 
increasingly quiet throughout the first 
quarter of the year, and therefore It is 
not surprising to find that gross traf¬ 
fic revenue In the first three months of 
the current calendar year fell behind 
the figures recorded la the correspond¬ 
ing quarter of 1907 to the extent of 12.4 
per cent., or $58,743,044 on a total of 
$412,286,001, and that net receipt.^, which 
amounted to $94,904,562. declined no less 
than $30.876,lOf or 24.5 jier cent. These 
rallba Indicate thai conditions'In the 
first quarter of this year were really 
more unpropitious than those Hint ex¬ 
isted In the corresponding period of 
1904, when matters were somewhat 
analogous. This fact will be appre¬ 
ciated whan it Is abated that gross 
earnings in the first three months of 
1904 declined only eight-tenths of 1 p«T 
cent., while net receipts decreased 15 
per cent. In fact. If we prosecute Ihj 
study to that other untoward iierlod. 
vis., 1894. we will find that gross in¬ 
come in the first quarter of that year 
fell 14.9 per cent, although the descent 
of net earnings amounted to only 12.9 
per cent. The observer might readily 
gather at least one inference from all 
of the foregoing—that the railways 
ha\'e had a harder time in oontrnillng 
operating expenses on the present wavo 
of depression than they liave had In 
other “off years."

,According to an investigation made 
by the Japanese department of agricul¬ 
ture and commerce, says the Trade and 
Commerce weekly renort. the prt*sent 
state of the fiour-mllling business in 
Japan Is as follows; 

In 1905 there were 16.988 mills and 18.- 
993 laborers, while In 1906 there were 
16,668 mills, with 18.642 laborers, thus 
showing a slight decrease, owing per¬ 
haps to tltc amnlgamntloti of mills and 
the consequent decrctine of small mllla 

In 1904, 187.718,826 ibd. of flour were 
milled, the value of which was estimat¬ 
ed at 11.306.955 yen. while in 1905 198.- 
679,835 lbs. were milled, valued at 11.- 
505,938 yen. 

The Japan flour mill factory in Tokio 
is the largest In Japan. It has a coi¬ 
tal of 300,000 yen, and has motor En¬ 
gines of 250 horse-power. The n«xt 
largest mills are the .Sapporo flour mill. 
Masuda wheat-flour mill In Osaka, and 
one in Nagasaki, each having a capital 
of from 100,000 yen to 150.000 yen, and a 
horse-power of from 75 to 100. 

The largest flour mill using water¬ 
power is that of the Utsunomlya Flour 
Milling Company. It uses eight water 
mills of European style, and can utilize 
water to the extent of 50 horse-power. 
The capital of the company is 600.000 
yen. There ere also some mills using 
water with oil-engines or steam engines, 
hut most of them are on a small scale. 
Flour nfllling by hand constitutes a 
greater bart of the secondary work of

A telegram from Kitselas canyon, on 
the Skeenu river, stales that the water 
has risen to an abnormal height for tills 
time of the year and the prospects for 
early through navigation are not very 
good. At the canyon on Saturday after¬ 
noon the water was i feet ® Inches above 
sero and rising rapidly. It Is now several 
feet above the navIgHtiie height, and the 
Hudson's Bay steamer Port Simpson was 
only able to make the IJttle Canyon on 
Saturday.

He WHS not regarded with favor by 
members of the detective servk*e. They 
might well. Indeed, look askance at a 
man with such a record. 

“I have never caught any criminal 
who more deserved imprisonment than 
M. Vldocq.'* protested an Indignant 
officer to M. Henri one day. 

Hut Vldocq was too useful to be 
hastily set aside. Never had the crim¬ 
inals of Paris such a bad time as they 
were now enjoying with Vldocq In the 
detective force. 

He organised the first really efficient 
detective service on the continent. The 
task of selecting twelve assistants was 
conn>ted to him. Vldm?q chose the tna- 
Jorlty of them from the cleverest 
thieves he knew. Those that had been 
pick-pockets he made srear gloves. It 
was Impossible for them to Indulge In 
their former bad habits while wearing 
those fashionable articles!

A Glasgow correspondent states that 
the new armored cruiser Indomitable 
hns beaten all previous stoaming re¬ 
cords. It Is reported that she obtained 
a speed of 28 knots on the measured 
rnlle in the Clyde, and has easily main¬ 
tained a speed of 26^ knots during con¬ 
tinuous steaming. 

The Indomitable was built and en¬ 
gined by the Fairfield Company at Oo- 
van, and Is to all older armored cruisers 
what the Dreadnought is to all older 
battleships. A speed of 26 knots was 
required by the contract conditions, but 
It has been understood from the first 
that the Admiralty expected 26 or 27 
knots of her. This expectation has now 
seemingly been fulfilled. The new cruis¬ 
er has turbine engine# of the Parson# 
type, and carries eight 12-inch guns, so 
arranged that all can fire on either 
broadside. Her armor is 7 Inches Id 8 
Inches thick. 8he Is one of thre# slater 
ships, the others being the Invincible 
and Inflexible. 

The fastest cruiser hitherto has been 
the United .states scout Chester, which 
with turbine ’ engines a month ago 
steamed 26 knots.

While the Are come* as a very unwel¬ 
come visitor. It will nevertheless likely 
have the effect of better and more con¬ 
venient works being erected.

Dr. C. J. Fagan announced thl* 
morning that the Anti-Tuberculoels 
Society had made arrangements to at 
once have their architects. Dalton A 
Everlelgh, of Vancouver, go ahead with 
the plans for the new caUbllabment at 
Tranquille. and that upon their com¬ 
pletion and acceptance the new build¬ 
ing will be at once built on the ranch. 

The society now has 140.000 In hand 
W’lth which to commence the work 
with which sum considerable progress 
can be made. There la. however, re¬ 
quired a further amount of 160,000 to 
carry out the plans as they are being 
drawn, and this sum It is hoped will be 
forthcoming later on. 

With the new premises as provided 
for In the 140.000 estimate, the sanator¬ 
ium will have accommodation for tS 
patients In place of the limited number 
a* at present. Dr. Pagan states that 
applications for admission are coming 
In almost daily, all of which have to be 
refused. Some of these wilt be accom¬ 
modated when the new building is 
completed, which la not until the end 
of the year. 

The society are at present building 
an enormous chicken ranch capable of 
accommodating nine hundred chickens 
on the property. From this source the 
sanitorium will be provided with egg* 
and tabic birds.
